Makes Second Successful 
Voyage From Bremen to 
the United States. 


New London, November 1.—The Ger- 
man submarine Deutschland arrived in 
the harbor here early ‘this morning. 

This is the second voyage of the 
Deutschland from Bremen to the Unit- 
ed States. On her first voyage she 
made Baltimore her port of call. 

Captain Koenig said the Deutschland 
left Bremen on October 10 and made 
the trip here without special incident. 
The crew comprises 26 men. The 
Deutschland appeared in 
harbor shortly after midnight and pro- 
ceeded to the dock of the Eastern For- 
warding company. 

Captain F. Hinsch, of the forward- 
ing company, accompanied by Dr. R. E. 
Black, health officer, and other offi- 
cials, met the submersible on a tug. 
The usual quarantine regulations were 
waived, and the Deutschland tied up 
at the dock near the North German 
Lloyd steamer Willehad. 

‘The Deutschland was said to have a 
large cargo of chemicals. 

It was” said _— in the fu- 
ture all German’ submarines coming 
to the United States, whether naval or 
merchantmen, will make either New 
London or Newport News their port 
of call. No more submarines will enter 
Hampton Roads, because of the danger 
of nets being dropped to trap ¢hem off 
the Virginia capes. 

American submarines are usually 
operating off New London and New- 
port at all times of the year. British 
nets dropped there might endanger 
American vessels and German officials 
do not believe the British would take 
the chance of netting an American 
vessel.

crease in the per diem charge upon cars 
owned by one line and used by another. 

The telegram to the Georgia commis- 
sion came in response to a telegraphic 
appeal made Monday to the interstate 
commerce commission in regard to the 
embargo which the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad has placed against its 
cars being used by the Seaboard Air 
Line railway, which embargo is threat- 
ening to place the city of Americus in 
the dark at night and bring about a 
water famine in the city of Decatur 
by reason of the inability of these 
cities, because of the embargo, to get 
coal for the power of their municipal 
utilities plants, 

The question of the embargo is an 
interstate matter, over which the Geor- 
gia railroad commission hag no author- 
ity, and for this reason the appeal was 
made to the interstate commerce com- 
mission to know what relief, if any, 
could be expected. 


Car Shortage Conference. 


Chairman Candler Tuesday received 
the following telegram: 

“Chairman Georgia Railroad Commis- 
sion, Atlanta, Ga.—Your wire received. 
I will hold a conference in the federal 
court building at Louisville, Ky., No- 
vember 3 and 4, in regard to the genera) 
car shortage situation. Eastern and 
southern trunk lines are requested to be 
represented and to explain the embargo. 
Any suggestion by your commission 
will be appreciated.

Candler sent the following reply: 

“C. C. McChord, Interstate Commerce 
Commission, Washington, D, C.—Re- 
gardless of the justice of the embargo 
by one carrier against another, such 
action should not subject the innocent 
public and shippers to inconvenience 
and damage. If the carriers would in- 
crease the per diem so that owning 
equipment would be cheaper than for- 
cibly borrowing, the alleged practices 
provoking the Louisville and Nashvill« 
embargo against the Seaboard Air Line 
would be restgicted.

price. 

Irish potatoes show an increase of 15 
cents per peck; sweet potatoes an in- 
crease of 3 cents per peck; turnips are 
Steady ak 6 cents per bunch; sugar 
shows a gain of 2 2-7 cents per pound; 
coffee, a good grade, is steady at an 
average of 32 1-7 cents per pound: corn 
meal shows a gain of 2 6-7 cents per 
peck; flour shows a gain of 19 2-7 cents 
per 24-pound sack; lard a gain of 17 1-7 
cents per 5-pound bucket; ham a gain 
of 1 3-7 cents per pound; bacon a gain 
of 3-7 cents per pound (sliced); egzs 
a gain of 4 1-7 cents per dozen (fresh 
laid eggs); bread is sold at an average 
of 4 5-7 cents per loaf, but the loaves 
are smaller and decidedly less in 
weight; table butter a gain of 3 1-7 
cents per pound, and fresh fish, much 
cheaper than meats and equally as 
nourishing, is sold at 16% cents per 
pound, with no change in thirty days.

WIDOW OF STOKES FACES 
SLAYER OF HER HUSBAND 


Mrs. Stokes, in Deep Black, 
Watches Trial of Charles 
Trabue for Murder. 


Nashville, Tenn., October 31.— 
Charles C. Trabue, who shot and killed 
Harry S. Stokes in the latter’s office 
in the American National Bank bDuild- 
ing last March, was placed on trial to- 
day in the criminal court and when 
court adjourned this afternoon at 4:30 
o’clock nine jurors had been selected. 

It is believed.the jury will be com- 
pleted and taking of evidence begun 
tomorrow morning. 

Seated with the attorneys for the 
state was Mrs. Harry S. Stokes. She 
was dressed in deep mourning. The 
wife of the defendant sat at his side 
during the day. ' 

The courtroom was crowded through- 
out the day. Judge Neil ordered the 
aisies cleared early in the morning, but 
in the balcony many stood throughout 
the day listening to the questioning of 
the veniremen and watching with ob- 
vious interest every movement in the 
trial of the case that appears will be 
one of the hardest fought legal battles | 
in the history of the couhtry. 

Early in the day if was ienavena’ 
that neither side would overlook a 
point or the advantage to be derived 
from any technicality.

suit. Mr. Stokes represented tax pay- : 
ers, suing to recover money? alleged 
to have been illegally spent by several 
city officials, who were ousted through 
his efforts. Mr. Trabue was special, 
counsel for the city. 

Bitter feeling had been shown be- 
tween the two. On the day of the kill- 
ing Mr. Trabue went to Mr. Stokes’ 
office alone and fired two shots, either 
of which would have been fatal. Mr. 
Stokes died instantly. There were no 
witnesses. Mr. Trabue, in a statement | 
given out after the killing, declared 
that he had gone to Mr. Stokes’ office 
to demand a retraction of* statements 
alleged to have been made about him 
in public and was forced to shoot in 
self-defense when he was attacked.

WILSON URGES HASTE 
IN OBTAINING FACTS 
IN REGARD TO TRAGEDY 


President Wilson and Sec- 
retary Lansing Discussed 
Matter Over the Telephone. 
The View Is Taken That 
the Situation Contains 
Grave Possibilities. 


Long Branch, N. J., October 31.— 
After receiving unofficial information 
that six Americans had lost their lives 
by the sinking of the British steam- 
Ship Marina, President Wilson com- 
municated with Secretary of State 
Lansing tonight and directed that all 
possible haste be taken in obtaining © 
the facts concerning the sinking of 
the vessel. 

Secretary Lansing informed the pres- 
ident that in addition to asking the 
American embassy in London for in- 
formation, informal inquiries had been 
sent to the German government. 

While it was made clear here that 
no action would be taken pending the 
collection of all the facts, it was indi- 
cated that the view was taken that 
the situation contained grave possibii- 
ities. 

Secretary Lansing stated that he was 
not in possession of sufficient facts on 
which to base a judgment of the case. 
While preliminary reports have indi- 
cated that the Marina was sunk with- 
out warning, additional information on 
that point is desired. 

When President Wilson ieft here to- 
night he gave directions that he be 
kept thoroughly in touch with the sit- - 
uation during his -trtp to Buffalo and 
New York city. 


GERMANY ASKED: 
FOR INFORMATION. 
Washington, October 31.—Germany 


has been asked to furnish the United 
States any information the impertal 


government may have concerning the 
sinking by submarines of the British 
steamers Marina and Rowanmore. The 
request. was forwarded, -it became 
known tonight, through the American 
embassy at Berlin. ; 

It is understood the state department 
took this step without waiting for full 
reports from British sources and sur- 
vivors of the ships because it war con- 
sidered desirable to assenble at the 
earliest possible moment complete in- 
formation, particularly regarding the 
Marina, on which severa} American 
horse tenders apparently lost their 
lives. The request is infermal and is 
intended in no sense as an intimation 
that German submarines have violated 
international law or the pledges of the 
German government to the United 
States. 

No Tension Evident. 

While the Marina is the first vessel 
on which American lives have been lost 
in the war zone since the Sussex, and 
all’ reports so far have said she was 
attacked without warning, there was 
no evident tension over the case today 
in government circles. Officials con- 
tinued to be optimistic apparently in 
the belief that final accounts would 
show that the steamer lost her immu- 
nity as a.merchantman by flight or by 
attempting a counter attack. As to 
the Rowanmore, which admittedly 
sought desperately to escape, there 
seemed to be but one point to clear up 
_-whether the submarine actually fired 
upon boats leaving the ship, as alleged 
by survivors.

So far as could be learned the de- 
partment thus far has not cleared uD 
the discrepancy between Consul Frost's 
“provisional” report yesterday that the 
Marina had been sunk without warning 
by gunfire and today’s unofficial advices 
from Ergland quoting the consul and 
others as saying the ship was torpe- 
doed. 

It may be a week or more before the 
German reply is received, as the sub- 
marine or submarines which made the 
attacks probably would not return to 
their bases and report under several 
days. Unless there is an urreasonable 
delay at Berlin, no serious action wiitl 
be taken here pending the reply, even 
though complete information from 
other sources should make it evident 
that there must be action. 

Discussion of the Marina and Row- 
anmore cases today developed the fact

| by Germany upon the submarine com- 
| mander who sank the Sussex, although 
Ambassador Gerard was_ instructed 
some time ago to make’ inquiries on the 
subject. A department official said this 
was one of the subjects that would be 
taken up with the ambassador when 
he called before starting on the re- 
‘turn trip to Berlin after his vacasion.

He 
said survivors state the vessel was tor- 
pedoed. without warning.

“Fifty-two more survivors of the 
Marina landed at Castletown pier. Oniy 
thirteen now missing, believed dead. 
No less than thirty-six Americans 
wboard, of whom sixteen saved at 
Crookhaven. There will probably be 
some American fatalities. Survivurs 
state the vessel was torpedoed without 
warning in heavy sea, sank within ten 
minutes,” 

A private telegram received today 
from Crookhaven by. Robert P. Skinner, 
American consul general, says that 
among the survivors from the Marina 
who were landed at Crookhaven are 
sixteen Americans. One of them is 
Frank Howard Smith, a veterinary sur- 
geon. 

The weather was. unusually severe at 
the time the Marina was sunk and has 
been since then. 


Struck by Two Torpedoes. 


The Marina was first struck amid- 
ships. The second torpedo struck the 
bow and the steamship went down al- 
most immediately, in two parts. 

It is reported seven men were killed 
while attempting to get into boats. 

Sailors saw the wake of a torpedo, 
according. to these advices, and until 
the ship was struck thought it was 
a fish.

London, October 31.—Basing their 
comments on the earlier news that a 
large number of American's lost their 
lives when the British steamer Masnia 
was sunk by a German submarine, the 
London evening newspapers are again 
asking what the United States gov- 
ernment will do. 

he Westminster Gazette, however, 
says: 

“We as yet are without information 
as to the status of the Marina and the 
precise nature of the attack. In the 
absence of ‘such information it would 
hardly be profitable to discuss ques- 
tions which the sinking of the Ma- 
rina may or may not raise.” 

The Globe says: 

“Germany in her new: submarine 
campaign apparently has ‘thrown to 
the winds all consideration for neu- 
trals and such pitiful shreds of in- 
ternational law as she ‘still professed 
to maintain.’’ 

The Pall Mall Gazette says if the 
facts bear any resemblance to the first 
versions it is clear that President Wil- 
son will be confronted by an “awk- 
ward dilemma.”’ 

Referring to President Wilson’s 
“strict accountability’ note and. his 
election appeal of having ‘kept Amer- 
ica out of the war,” The Pall Mall 
Gazette says: 

“Even his firmest supporters may 
feel some anxiety as to the possibility 
of reconciling his diplomatic notes 
with his election posters in such an 
incident as this. Whether America has 
any real protection to confer upon her 
subjects at all is a question which the 
Marina case may carry to a final an- 
swer.”’ 


U-BOAT OFFERED 
NO RESISTANCE. 


Dublin, October $1.—(Via London, No- 
vember 1.)—The British steamship Ma- 
rina was torpedoeG without warning, 
according to a statement made by 
American survivors of the vessel who 
arrived here tonight from Bearhaven. 

The survivors declared that two tor- 
pedoes were fired at the Marina and 
that the submarine watched the boats 
containing the survivors for half an 
hour without offering assistance, in a 
Statement to the Associated Press. 

Twenty-eight American survivors of 
the steamer arrived at the Seamen’s 
home here tonight from Bearhaven, and 
in the statement to the Associated Press 
they said: 

“We reached safety after. more than 
thirty hours in a rough sea in an open 
boat. Captain Brown was last seen 
lowering himself tu a raft. 

“The Marina, with a cargo of “whisky 
from Glasgow to Baltimore, was struck 
by a torpedo without warning on the 
starboard side off Skelligs Rock at 4:14 
o’clock Saturday morning and sank in 
a few minutes. A second torpedo 
struck the port side of the vessel about 
ten minutes after the first. 

“All. Americans aboard were members 
of the crew except one, a passenger 
named Middleton, of Ff¥edericksburg 
who was drowned, and two stowaways, 
who also were drowned. : 

“The submarine watched our boats 


for half an hour and offered no as- 


sistance.”

Retailer Kicks on Prices. 

But a strange thing wa's experienc- 
ed by the reporter when taking over 
the telephone the prices quoted by the 
various grocers. Without an excep- 
tion, they all registered a decided and 
a strong “kick” on prevailing prices! 
This seemed something of an oddity 
to the reporter, for, like all others, he 
believed that the grocer was the ma 
getting rich on the increased price. 

This is a mistake. 

As much as the consumer regrets the 
rise in values, it is possible and even 
probable that the retail merchant re- 
grets it more. And the reason is this: 
In a number of commodities where the 
price hag risen, the increase to the con- 
sumer charged by the retailer is not a 
pro rata increase of the amount paid 
by the retailer to the wholesaler. There- 
fore the retailer is, for once in his 
life, the loser, so far as comparative 
prices are concerned. 

Generally where an increase is reg- 


istered, the retailer has increased the 
cost as much as he could afford to do, 
but this, according to.some of them, is 
not sufficient to allow the same net 
gain which he received when 
were lower. 

And for this reason, a number of the 
retailers are full of advice, good ada- 
vice, too, to the consumers whereby 
they may reduce the cost of living.

‘ tailer must pay a price far larger than 
he has known in many years.

They may be had tn Atlanta (the 
larger prunes) at an average price of 
16 3-7 cents per pound. 

With prunes appear rice and dried 
beans and peas. Rice shows a gain 
of 3-7 of a cent a pound in thirty days3. 
beans are steady at 10 cents (lima va- 
riety), and peas show a slight gain of 
2-3 of acent per quart. In norma] timas 
this might be considered a gain, but 
with prices soaring and in contrast to 
the other commoidities shown it 
amounts to nothing. 

The names of the-concerns from 
which the figures were received, for 
obvious reasons, are withheld, but there 
is not a marked differe eS 
they gave except in a few cases, 

Further rises in the prices of the 
above mentioned commodities are ex- 
pected.

It is too bad when political fervor reaches 
such a pitch and the despair of the office- 
seeker attains such an extreme as to prompt

Governor Harris, the federal authorities 
having decreed against the wearing of 
United States army regimentals or navy 
togs by members of a gtate executive's staff, 
save “those detailed from the national guard 
and the United States volunteer army,” has 
determined to importune the congress “for 
an exception as to governor's staff.” That 
failing, the governor is officially reported to 
be “thinking of having new uniforms pre- 
scribed, not in conflict with the federal law.”

Another probably would have bowed 
gracefully to the edict from the head of the 
American army, banning the Colonel’s trap- 
pings, and let it go at that. Few would have 
had the temerity to invoke a special dis- 
pensation from the national congress. 

Of course, the congress may demur to the 
point of refusing the governor’s proposed 
request. But, pshaw! What of it? Think 
of the possibilities in the executive’s having 
“new uniforms” for his Colonels, made “not 
in conflict with the federal law!” 

The traditional use of the army uniform, 
now taboo, is too circumscribing; the U. 5S. 
A. soldier’s raiment is by far too conserva- 
tive, too commonplace, fittingly to set forth 
the grace and uphold the peculiar dignity of 
a Colonel on the governor’s staff! 

What else does a Colonel stand to get out 
of his job—than the opportunity on occa- 
sion to swell his chest to bursting in a tin- 
seled bodice; to head the parade with his 
heraldic plume nodding in the line of march; 
with the sun glinting from spangles and 
making the gold of his epaulets shimmer in 
a manner that might have made even Midas 
jealous.

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CO-OPERATIVE BODY 
IS URGED BY EXPERT 
FOR FOREIGN TRADE 


Garrard Harris, special agent of the Unit- 
ed States bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce, who is spending two days in the 
city under orders from the chief of the bu- 
reau in Washington, was the guest at a 
luncheon on Tuesday held in the directors’ 
room of the chamber of commerce. num- 
ber of Atlanta business men, who are inter- 
ested in the export trade to the West Indies 
and the countries of Latin America, were 
present to meet Mr. Harris. | 

Mr. Harris, who has traveled extensively 
in all these countries, and will soon return 
to continue his work, gave an interesting 
talk touching the export trade. He stressed 
the fact that the present moment should be 
utilized for the inauguration of business, 
showing how the large importers were now 
ready and anxious to open relations with the 
manufacturers of the United States, especial- 
ly on account of the war in Europe. This 
war has practically stopped all business of 
Central and South America and the West In- 
dies with England, Germany and the other 
belligerents. | 

Co-operation Suggested. 

Mr. Harris:suggested the formation of a 
sort of co-operative company or association 
composed of business men who are desirous 
to open up this trade, and which would 
send experts to the field not only for the 
purpose of studying conditions at first hand 
but also for making business acquaintances 
and establishing actual business relations. 

He stated that-.similar organizations had 
been -effected and found of great value in 
other cities, and he felt sure that such a 
one would be of much value to the interest- 
ed manufacturers of Atlanta. 

The idea was approved by President 
Kriegshaber and several others of those pres- 
ent, a number of whom expressed the desire 
to discuss the matter with Mr. Harris in 
greater detail.

SOUTHERN BANKERS 
TO MEET IN ATLANTA 
FOR CONFERENCE 


Noteworthy in an:‘industrial way for At- 
lanta and Georgia will be the second annual 
session of the Cotton States Bankers’ cone 
ference, which is said to be certain to meet 
this year in Atlanta, probably about Decem- 
ber 15. The probability of the 1916 confer- 
ence being held here was verified by word 
received yesterday by Willlam L. Peel, a 
member; Haynes McFadden, editor of The 
Southern Banker, and Fred Houser, secretary 
of the Atlanta Convention bureau. 

The history of the organization dates from 
December 6-7, of last year, when two hun- 
dred bankers, representative of every section 
of the south, met upon mutual agreement in 
New Orleans. The meeting resolved itself 
into a permanent organization “for the pro- 
motion of diversification in farmingy the pro- 
duction of live stock and food crops, the 
gradual marketing of cotton, the construction 
of eountry warehouses, the restriction of cot- 
ton acreage and death to the boll weevil.” 

Among the two hundred men participating 
in the organization of the permanent confer- 
ence were nine presidents of ‘bankers’ asso- 
eiations of the south, speeches of an opti- 
mistic nature were made, and the new organ- 
ization was launched with considerable en- 
thusiasm. 

Colonel William L. Peel, Atlanta, attended 
the meeting, and he went especially author- 
ized by the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
the governor of the state and the Atlanta 
Clearing House association to invite’ the 
bankers here for their second convention. 
This he did, but after the organization was 
formed the matter of selecting a convention 
city for 1916 was left to the president elected, 
who is Joseph Hirsch, of Texas. Mr. Hirsch 
at that time virtually promised Mr. Peel that 
Atlanta would be selected, and subsequent 
confirmation received from him has been 
such that plans already are under way for 
the. entertaining of the visitors—of which 
there will be not less than two hundred—dur- 
ing next December. 

One feature of the entertainment definite- 
lv decided upon will be a visit to the great 
plant of the Atlanta Warehouse company, 
known as the Candder cotton warehouse, 

Morehead Wright, Arkansas, is secretary 
of the conference, Oscar Newton, Mississippi, 
treasurer, and a vice president is upon the 
list of officers from each of. the following 
states represented upon the membership roll: 
Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, Oklahoma, South Carolina, Tennes- 
see and Texas. The Georgia vice president is 
John H. Reynolds, of Rome.

A recent investigation made by the 
United States public health service in con- 
nection with studies of rural school children 
showed that 49.3 per cent had _ defective 


teeth, 21.4 per cent had two or more missing | 


teeth, and only 16.9 per cent had had dental 
attention. Over 14 per cent never used a 
tooth brush, 58.2 per cent used one occasion- 
ally and only 27.4 per cent used one daily. 
Defective teeth reduce physica’ efficiency. 
Dirty, suppurating, snaggle-toothed mouths 
are responsible for many cases cf heart dis- 
ease, rheumatism and other chronic affec- 
tions. The children are nct responsible for 
the neglected state of their teeth. The ig- 
norant and careless parent is to blame for 
this condition—a condition which hampers 
mental and physical growth and puts a per- 
manent handicap on our future. citizens. 
School teachers can and are doing much in 
inculcating habits of personal cleanliness on 
the rural school child, but this will fai] of 
the highest accomplieghment unless parents 
co-operate heartily and continuously. Thies 
is a duty which we owe our childrén.

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LITTLE LIKELIHOOD OF KILLING FROST 


UNTIL LATER THAN 


USUAL THIS YEAR, 


DECLARES LOCAL WEATHER FORECASTER

(Im Charge of U. S. Weather Bureau.) 

There is at present no fmmediate pros- 
pect for colder weather at Atlanta, and con- 
sequently the first killing frost will probably 
be ‘considerably delayed beyond the average 
date, November 1. A killing frost is defined 
as one which will cause the death of rela- 
tively hardy vegetation, including the staple 
crops as cotton, corn, etc. The average date 
of the last killing frost in spring for Atlanta 
and vicinity is March 24, and of the first in 
autumn, about November 1. The average 
length of the growing season is therefore 
about 220 days. Owing to the hilly nature 
of the surrounding country tWere are local- 
ities in the neighborhood where spring frosts 
occur later and fall frosts much earlier. The 
earliest date for the last killing frost in 
spring is February 15, 1880; the latest date 
in spring is April 17, 1905. The earliest date 
for the first killing frost in fall is October 
11, 1906, while in the year 1889 no killing frost 
occurred until November 29. Very light 
frosts, however, have occurred as late as 
June 1 and as early as September 27. 

What Is Frost? 

The fact that November 1 is about the 
average date of the first killing frost at At- 
lanta, and the consideration that from the 
point of view of agricultural interests the 
dates of the last frost in spring and the first 
in autumn are of considerable practical im- 
portance, lends interest to the question, What 
is frost? 

Frosts are often reported by the weather 
bureau when the lowest temperature for the 
night or early morning has been only as low 
as 40 degrees, and this leads many to be- 
lieve that frost can form without a tempera- 
ture low enough to form ice, or 32 degrees 
l’ahrenheit. A moment’s consideration, how- 
ever, will lead one to the correct idea. Frost 
is frozen water or ice, and ice cannot form 
under any circumstances unless the tempera- 
ture falls to the freezing point of water, or 
32 degrees. Consequently on every occasion 
where frost is noted, the temperature at the 
place where the frost formed must have been 
32 degrees or lower, no matter what the 
temperature above the ground may have 
been. 

Under certain circumstances frost may 
form with temperatures above the ground as 
high as 45 to 40 degrees, but invariably at 
the surface where the frost is seen the tem- 
perature has fallen to 32 degrees or freezing. 


ture becomes lowest at the immediate sur- 
face of the ground by radiation through the 
clear atmosphere, while above the ground the 
air is not cooled so much. In riding through 
the country on cold nights everyone has no- 
ticed how cold it becomes in the low places 
and how much warmer on the hills. There- 
fore always build your house on- a HBill. 
How Does Frost Form? 

How does frost form? By the cooling of 
the air, which always contains moisture. 
Now, the cold may be imported, that is, come 
from the west or northwest with a cool wave, 
or it may result from radiation from the 
ground to space on quiet, clear, cool nights. 
In either case the air near the surface of the 
ground, or on tin roofs, ete., gradfually* be- 
comes cooled below the dew point, and then 
the moisture begins to be deposited out of the 
air on the cooled object. If the dew-point 
(temperature at which moisture begins to be 
condensed) lies above 32 degrees, then the 
moisture is first deposited as dew; but as the 
cooling continues the dew becomes frozen and 
is then termed frost. But the dew-point may 
lie below 32 degrees, in which case the 
moisture is deposited out of the air at once 
as ice-crystals énot first as dew). 

The conditions most favorable for frost 
are a clear sky, quiet atmosphere and a mod- 
erate degree of humidity in the air. But in 
our vicinity the cooling is caused mostly by 
the importation of cold air from the north- 
west, and we frequently have considerable 
frost though the wind may be quite brisk. 

Four Light Frosts This Year. 

Up to date this fall Atianta has expe- 
rienced only four light frosts in low places, 
namely on October 18, 21, 22 and 23, during 
which the lowest temperature as reported by 
the weather bureau was only 36 degrees 
(21st), but at the point where the frosts were 
first noted the temperature in every case un- 
doubtedly fell to 32 degrees, the difference 
being accounted for by the difference in the 
elevation above the ground. 

A great deal of labor has been expended 
in searching for means of protecting certain 
crops from the injurious effects of late spring 
or early autumn frosts. The principles dis- 
covered are practically applied to the pro- 
tection of citrus fruits in Florida and lower 
California, applies in the northwest, peaches 
in New Jersey, and so forth. That this work

Why Gold Pieces Are Always 
“‘Doctored.”’ 


(From Popular Science Mcnthly.) 

Why don’t jewelers matse up $10 and $20 
gold pieces in order .to use the inetal In the 
manufacture of guild jewelry? ‘Indeed, gold 
pieces were used some 40 years ago bu enter- 
prising jewelers and with success, too—until 
the practice was stopped in a very novel, but 
effective way. In those days jewelers bought 
enough $10 and’ $20 gold pieces for the work 
in hand, The gold was melted, the necessary 
alloys were added, and all- manner of fine 
Etruscan work was turned out. 

It was not long, however, before the gov- 
ernment began to wonder what was becoming 
of its gold pieces. The officials knew the peo- 
ple were not hoarding gold, so a quiet inves- 
tigation took place. It was then discovered 
that the makers of gold jewelry were to 
blame. Having found the cause, it was not 
difficult for the officials to find 4 cure. They 
did it by “peppering” the coins with iridium, 
Resembling black emery in the crude state, 
iridium requires a heat of 3,542 degrees 
Fahrenheit. to melt it. Gold, on the other 
hand, can be meltea at 1,913 degrees Fahren- 
heit. It is easy to see, then, how the unsus-

The intense partisanship cf the Cretans 
during the crisis in Greece's international 
affairs makeg the cities of this historic island 
of timely interest: in the study of war geog.- 
raphy. A bulletin of the National Geographic 
society, issued in Washington, gives a word 
picture of the island’s capital and chief sea- 
port, Canea. 

“While not enjoying the advantages ofa 
safe roadstead itself, Canea, the capital of 
Crete since 1841, is situated on the Akrotiri 
peninsula, only four and a half miles from 
Suda bay, which, with a water area of eight 
and a half square miles, is the only harbor 
on the island where a large fleet car ride in 
safety in all kinds of wéather. When the 
geas are calm steamers anchor from four to 
five miles off shore from Canea, which is 
25 miles from the northwestern extremity of 
the island, but during storms the Akrotiri 
headland is rounded and Safety is found in 
Suda bay, whence passengers are transperted 
overland to the capital. 

“Canea is a congested city of low, white- 
washed houses with an occasional minaret 
breaking the monotony of the skyline. Ex- 
tensive fortifications, now in a dilapidated 
condition, are the relics of four centuries of 
Venetian rule on the island The modern 
buildings include an arsenal, military and 
civi! hospitals, and numerous soap factories 
in which olive oil, produced on the jsland. is 
used extensively. 

“East of the city, which has a population 
of 26,000, is an extensive plain of great fer- 
tility and in this region is the attractive 
suburb known as Chalepa or Kalepa, where 
the foreign consuls and most of the well-to- 
do merchants reside. 

“Canea occupies the site of the ancient 
city ‘of Cydonia, which differed from the 
other Cretan cities of its time in that it was 
situated on the shore, while Cnossus, Phaes- 
tus and other famous centers of population 
were located some distance inland, varying 
from three miles in the case of Cnossus to 
many times that number in other instances. 

“4 destructive earthquake visited Canea 
sixty years ago and it still bears the scars of 
this calamity. 

“As a tribute to the fertility of the fruit 
orchards in the vicinity of the Cretan capital 
our common quince bears the classical cog- 
nomen ‘Cydonia cydonia.’ :

The Total Raruiage Break All 
Records. 


New York October 31.—Total earn- 
ings of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion for the third ‘quarter of the cal- 
endar year, issued today, established? 
a new high record at $85,817,067, ex- 
ceeding the previous best statement, 
that of the preceding quarter, by $4.- 
691,019. 

Net income of $75,202,408 surpassed 
the previous record by $3 ,822,186, and 
the balance of surplus for the quarter, 
amounting to $51,859,450, represents an 
increase of $3,894,915. 

The extra dividend of 1 per cent on 
the common stock, inaugurated at the 
last quarter, was again declared, with 
the usual regular dividends of 1% an‘ 
14%, per cent on the preferred and com- 
mon, respectively. 

While considerably below the more 
extravagant estimates made recently, 
the quarter’s earnings show a steady 
monthly gain. July earnings, after 
payment of the usual interest charges, 
were $25, 650,006; those of August $29,- 
746,903, and for September the agegre- 
gate was $30,420,158. 

For the first nine months’ earnings 
available for the common dividend 
ore almost 32 per cent, as comparea 
with 4.13 per cent in the correspondinz 
period of 1915. At the end of the third 
quarter of 1914, after payment of only 
one-half of 1 per cent on the common 
stock, the corporation reported‘a sur- 
lus of less than $90,000, this being fol- 
owed at the_end of the year by a sus- 
pension of the comMon dividend ani 
a deficit of $5,606,283 after payment of 
the preferred dividend. 

In trade circles it is predicted that 
earnings for the current or final quar- 
ter will again exceed all records, pos- 
sibly aggregating $100,000,000. In com- 
mon with othér similar industrial com- 
panies, the steel corporation is now re- 
ceiving unprecedented prices for its 
fabricated products.

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PROFESSIONAL VIEWS

The cotton market on Tuesday had al- 
most as sensational advance from the open-
